Jakes Tips on 
Javelin From 
the Finns 


DENTON, Tex. (AP) - BUI 


Schmidt says if you want to 
learn how to throw the javelin 
just take a tip from the Finns. 


Schmidt did and is becoming 


one of the best in the Southwest 
in the art of hurling the 8-foot-2 
inch spear. 


The North Texas senior has 


sailed the javelin 272 feet, 11% 
Inches this spring and is aiming 
for 290. Then he wants to go to 
the Olympics. 


The success of Schmidt covers 


a lot of geography. He sought 
the warmer climate of Texas 
after winning the Pennsylanla 
state title. 


The Canonsburg athlete had 


a best throw of 210 feet, better- 
ing by two feet the record held 
by Butler's Calvin Bowser, who 
preceded Schmidt to Nprth,Tex- 
as. 


Two years ago as a sopho- 


more, Bill had Improved on his 
schoolboy distance by only nine 
feet. He credits the Finns for his 
sudden emergence as one of the 
nation's top javelin throwers. 


"It seemed like I had reached 


a point where I could never do 
better than 220," Schmidt says. 
"I decided then to change my 
style." 


He remembered an article he 


had read about the Finns' train- 
ing program, one that is limited 
mainly to Indoors because of 
weather. 


The traditional running ap- 


proach, says Bill Is sideways, 
stepping foot over foot. 


"The 
Finns turn sideways 


from the waist up but run with 
their feet pointed forward and 
without crossing steps. Once I 
got over the awkward feeling, 
I found I could run much faster 
before releasing the javelin." 


That's not all Schmidt learned 


about 
the successful Finnish 


formula. 


''They have to train Indoors 


where you can't throw tin.1 jave- 
lin," he says. "As a substitute, 
they began throwing a three- 
pound iron ball into a 
net." 


Schmidt took up the unusual 


practice in his off-season train- 
ing last fall 
"I use th*> exact 


throwing motion of the javelin. 
The heavier ball has really In- 
creased my strength and Im- 
proved my form." 


When he began, Bill could hit 


about 30 yards with the iron 
ball, "without straining I usual- 
ly throw i» about 50 yards now," 
he says. 


Two other factors have helped 


his progress. 


"I'm up about 15 pounds to 


220 without hurting my speed," 
bays the muscular six footer 
who runs the 100 in under 11 
seconds. 


"And 
I don't throw the javelin 


much for distance in practice 
anymore. 1 work with the iron 
ball and weight exercises and 
throw the javelin only once a 
week for form." 


His "style" throws in work- 


outs sail 200 feet, which would 
win a lot of meets around here.

"The experiment could have 


tremendous economic Impact," 
according to Dr. Collins. 


As he sees It, residents of 


areas with lakes and reser- 
voirs could use cages, placed 
in bays and Inlets, to raise cat- 
fish crops worth millions of dol- 
lars each year. 


Honeycutt, who has developed 


a keen Interest In the cage cul- 
ture of fish as a result of his 
work, calls the cage method 
"almost routinely easy." 


"All we've done," he says 


"is put the ca8es ta the water, 
put the fish In the cages, feed 
the fish, and thenharvestthem." 


Despite the project's simpli- 


city, it apparently Is the only 
research of its kind now being 
carried on In Arkansas, and per- 
haps the entire Mid-South. 


Collins thinks the cage tech- 


nique is best for bodies of wat- 
er where fish cannot be harvest- 
ed, such as lakes that cannot be 
dralnt-d. The technique might not 
be applicable to certain r,x>nds, 
because of the amount 
of oxy- 


gen required to sustain a heavy 
concentration of caged fish. 


In the Beaverfork project, the 


3,600 catfish were placed in 18 
cages. The cages were attached 
to six sty r of cam -floated plat- 
forms. Some of the cages con- 
tained all blue 
catfish, some 


contained all channel catfish, and 
the others contained a half-and- 
half mixture. 


By carefully weighing and ob- 


serving each fish, Dr. Collins 
sought to learn whether separat- 
ing the fish by species influenc- 
ed their growth rate. His data 
has indicated that the channel 
seemed to fare better than the 
blue.

Don't Skip Breakfast 


As Means to Lose Weight 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


A— On any diet, it is tak- 


ing in fewer calories than 
you expend as energy that 
makes you lose weight. For 
reducing, a balanced diet is 
best and oranges in modera- 
tion may be included.

don't add any extras. 


It is also unwise to weigh 


oftener than twice a week.

On 
this regimen, you may be 
a little hungry all of the 
time. Learn to live with It. 
You won't starve and you'll 
be adding years to your life.

A — This thyroid hormone

A— This drug is a combi- 


nation of an amphetamine 
and a barbiturate. Both may 
be habit-forming.

A—This drug is a combi- 


nation of a barbiturate to re- 
duce nervous tension, an 
amphetamine to suppress the 
appetite and thyroid extract 
to burn up calories faster. 
This sounds good in theory 
but can't be recommended 
in practice, 


Q—1 took Ambar for eight 


months and reached my nor- 
mal weight. I quit taking it 
four months ago and my 
weight has started upward 
and I am tired and nervous 
all the time. Could that bo 
an aftereffect of the Ambar 
or is it due to the C-Quens 
I am taking? 


A—C-Quens may cause a 


gain in weight, not due to 
fat but to waterlogging.

Under the law a county must maintain an assessing 


level equal to 18 per cent of property's reasonable 
market value or lose "turnback" funds in proportion 
to the degree by which assessments fall below 18 per 
cent. The recommended assessing level is 20 per cent 
of market value, but the minimum level is 18 per 
cent, below which a penalty goes Into effect. 


Howard county's experience last year slwuld be 


valuable as a guide to Hempstead county in any plans 
to ask for a voluntary reassessment program. There- 
fore I telephoned my friend Louis Graves, editor of 
the Nashville News, this morning and got the follow- 
ing story on Howard: 


The Nashville School Board got behind the reassess- 


ing program and was Joined by other school districts 
and the mayors of Howard county's three incorporat- 
ed towns, Nashville, Mineral Springs, and Dierks. The 
county judge went along reluctantly, but the coalition 
had to override the county tax assessor. 


An initial coalition fund of $25,000 was established. 


The Assessment Coordination Division sent a team to 
Nashville and spent several weeks training selected 
local personnel as appraisers.
